A brief history about the Anchor Club 


The meaning of Anchors has two distinct and contrasting definitions, 
According to Webster*s, an anchor is an object used to restrict movement. 
However, anyone aware of the Astoria Anchors knows that an Anchor is a hard- 
working club member, always underway, full speed ahead, supporting the Astoria 


Regatta. 


Our Club was organized 50 years ago on July 10, 1933, by our nineteen charter 
members, The charter members began meeting in a boat house near the present 
Astoria Yacht Club building on Young's Bay. Besides the boat house, the club 


has met at a broom factory on 14th street and for several years at the Astoria 


Public Library, 


The purpose of the club then was "to further the Astoria Regatta", a tradition 
that has continued for 50 years, supported by various social functions and 


projects. 


The Astoria Anchor Club was well known throughout the Pacific Northwest for its 
Drum and Bugle Corps from 1934 to 1941, The unit traveled extensively and 
brought home an impressive arrary of awards, including first place trophies 
from the 1934, 1935 and 1936 Portland Rose Festival Parades, With the burning 
of the Regatta Pavillion on August 27, 1941 and World War II, the Regatta was 
not nage for ten years and the Drum and Bugle Corps disbanded. Although the 
war years halted the annual festival, the Anchors remained active, sponsoring 


bi-weekly dances and card parties and teas for Miss Astoria, The group be- 


came quite a social club with spring formals, plays and parties. 


In 1953, the Anchors started a precision drill team noted for its intricate 
parade drills, Since then the drill team has evolved into an honor guard for 


the queen*s float in the Astoria Regatta Grand Land Parade, 


Andors recall the 50's as the fun years, Especially remembered are the 
New Year*s Eve Dances complete with orchestra, The Regatta resumed in 1951 
and coronations were held outdoors at Gyro (now Warren) Field, the Armory 


and at Pier 3, 


Outstanding in our minds for the 60's were the dedication of two bridges, 
the Young's Bay Bridge in 1964 and the Columbia River Bridge in 1965, The 
direction of the Regatta Parade was reversed for this occasion and the Anchors 


led the way to the dedication ceremony, 


The 70*°s were years of changes for the Anchors, beginning with taking in a 
record number of nineteen new members in 1971, The coronation and luncheon 
were combined and the annual tea was temporarily discontinued, Our fund- 

raising event was changed from an elaborate card party to a fast-paced game 


of bingo, 


Now with the celebration of our Golden Anniversary in 1983, the club is still 
moving on, We have resumed having the tea and separate coronations and 
luncheons, We have new fund-raising projects including booths at the Greatest 
Astoria Seafood and Crab Festival and at the Scandinavian Festival, We have 
also joined in the community project of welcoming the cruise ship, "FairSea", 
on its visits to Astoria, However, these activities take second place to 


our primary purpose, the Regatta Court and all the other Regatta functions, 


Thanks to the Charter Members, the Past Skippers ad Officers, and all of you, 


Past and Present Anchors, we can now say, 


Fifty years have come and gone, 


but Ancilors are still the best,
